The improved verieties of this fruit ere often 

es lerge as Concord Grapes, end sometimes lerger. The delicious flevor of the wild 
Blueberry hes been trensmitted unimpeired to the improved verieties; as well as 

their herdiness snd abundence of yield.

The Improved Blueberry will probably ‘grew on meny types of soil, but they seem 
to do best on s rether light ecid or sour soil. It mey be wise before setting 


comnersielly, to either try e few plents on the perticuler soil, or heve it tested 
for its acid resection. ‘ : :

The culture for Blueberries is the seme es thet fcr Raspberries, Of course, 
they will grow end bear without cultivetion, but like the other smell fruits, 
greater yields will be obteined if the soil is stirred so thet competing vegetation 
1S kept subdued. Hend hoeing is, of ccurse, necessery, where the weeds end grass 
ere not kep down by cultivation. 3CG00 to 4000 quarts per acre have been hervested. 
thsy ere es long lived es an apple tree. hen once established, you will herve 
enurl crops of these lerge end deliciously sweet Blueberries,

The following verieties herve been brought out by the U. S. Government: 

CABOT - This is the first of the nrmes vericeties-to ripen, which nermelly 
is errly in July. The bush is rether spreeding, the fruit is very lerge end ships 
well, and is of excellent quelity. 

PIONEER - Metures ten deys efter Cebot. The bush is spreeding, vigorous, 
herdy and productive. The fruit is very large, light blue, firm, ships well, end 
is very gocd in quality. 

RUBEL - Ripens two weeks efter Cebot, The bush is upright, very vigorous, 
herdy end preductive. The fruit is Irrge, light blue, very firm cnc ships well. 
the quelity is good, although somewhet ecid. 

CONCORD ~ Metures ebout with Rubel, but the fruit everages much lerger end 
the flavor is sweeter. The bush is upright, vigcrous end productive. This is 
perheps cne of the best for heme use, 

RANCOCAS - Matures with Rubel. The bush is upright, vigorous, end productive. 
The fruit is very lerge, light blue, firm, ships well end the quelity is of the best,

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PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


Plents should be set es quickly as pessible efter errivel. They should be 
planted e little deeper then they grow in the Nursery, which is shown by discolor- 
etion of the berk et base of plant. They should be watered with soft or rain water 
if the ground is dry when setting, then drew a little loose dirt eround and cover 
the eres wetered (this will conserve moisture). 


Light sour scil is best, and ea little excess moisture will not harm them. Keep 
plents hoed, or failing this, mulch with sewdust, peetmoss or woods dirt. Dirt from 
beneeth.an old wood pile is iderl, 


Commercially they sre set fcur feet part in rows eight feet eprrt and culti- 
veted to keep down weeds or gress growth. Use no menure et eny times Use no ferti- 
lizer the first yeer, efter this © smell hendful of super-phosphete msey be applied 
to eech plent and increasing en additionel like amount for eech yerr of growth, If 
Soil is not sufficiently ecid, a small amount of ccmmon sulphur may be edded to esch 
plant, -
